As I write, the Russian artillery is pounding the heart of 
the city with a barrage I have never heard equaled in an Ameri- 
cam battle. The earth shakes. The air stinks of cordite and the 
dead. All Berlin seems confusion. 

The fierce Russian infantry are pushing into the heart of the 
city. Wild horses turned loose after pulling supply carts roam 
the streets. German dead lie everywhere. Here and there, a 
horse, caught by some sniper’s bullet, lies sprawled amidst the 


wreckage of the buildings. 


Russians Ruthless and Determined. 

We three Yanks, Andy Tully of the Boston Traveler, jeep 
driver, Johnny Wilson of the Twenty-sixth U. 8S. Division, and I 
are the first Americans to see the Russian fighting army in 
‘action. They have practically given us the keys to the city and 
we have spent the day trying to keep the Russian infantry from 
‘sweeping us before them on their way down the Unter den Linden. 

The ruthlessness and the determination of the Russian 
fighting men is hard to describe. Nobody seems to have any 
set duty. They all just pitch in and fight like hell wherever 
there is fighting to be done. 

Today we managed to make ourselves understood to a Rus- 
sian infantryman who acted as a sort of guide around the city. 
out bothering to ask a superior officer’s permission. He perched 
on the hood of our jeep and motioned directions with his riot gun. 
Finally, when we had had all we could take, we made him under- 
stand that we were going back toward the rear, where things 
were a little quieter, but, instead of going back with us to his 
command post where we had picked him up about mile + back, 
he shook hands with us and set off on foot to join some Russian 
infantrymen who were going irto the heavy fighting right in 


the heart of Berlin.

‘Hitler’s Insane Ideas 
Blown to Dust’—Soviet 
Press Hails Victory as 
Triumph of All Allies,

MOSCOW, May 10 (AP).—Pre- 
mier-Marshal Stalin in his broad- 
cast last night proclaiming the 
complete defeat of Germany de- 
clared again that the Soviet Union 
“does not intend to destroy Ger- 
many or its people.” 

Speaking from his study in the 
Kremlin, around which a millon 
or more Russians crowded in a 


noisy, happy holiday mood, he 
climaxed his nation’s greatest 
celebration, 

Stalin recalled . Adolf Hitler’s 
pronouncement that Germany 
would carve up the Soviet Union 
and deprive it of the Caucasus, 
the Ukraine, White Russia and 
the Baltic, then asserted: 

“But Hitler’s insane ideas were 

not destined to come true. They 
were blown to dust in the course 
of the war. . . The German 
troops are capitulating. 
Soviet Union is rejoicing in vic- 
tories, although it does not intend 
either to destroy Germany or its 
people.” 
Victory of All the Allies. 

Soviet newspapers, in an unpre- 
cedented display published the 
portraits of President Truman, 
Premier Stalin and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill across the top of 
their front pages today, together 
with their addresses on the Ger- 
man capitulation. It was the first 
time the millions of Russian read- 
ers had seen in their newspapers 
a picture of the American Presi- 
dent. 

American and British mission 
authorities were praised in a clear 
cut way in the press treatment of 
the end of the war. Newspapers 
presented the final capitulation of 
the Nazis as a triumph of all 
Allied arms, not just of one. 

The cue definitely was taken 
after Stalin’s address, in which he 
said Germany had been beaten by 
the Soviet armies and the Allied 
command, 

Red Star, the army newspaper, 
published without comment a pic- 
ture of President Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin at Tehran. 

The newspapers carried the 
Tuesday addresses of Truman and 
Churchill for the first time. 
Americans and Britons in Moscow 
had some anxiety yesterday until 
the time Stalin spoke lest the peo- 
ple of Russia get the impression | 
that the Soviets did not place) 
much emphasis on the capitulation 
at Reims. These individuals said 
their anxiety had been dispelled by 
today’s treatment of the victory. 

Words on Japarf Published. 

Russians read for the first time 
Truman’s address saying: 

“Our victory is but’ half won. 
The West is free, but the East is 


‘still in bondage to the treacher-

has surrendered unconditionally, 
then only will our fighting job be 
done.”

LONDON, May 10 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Hermann Goering will be 
brought to trial soon, probably be- 
fore a high tribunal made up of 
representatives of the western Al- 
lies and Russia, a _ responsible 
source close to the United Nations 
War Crimes Commission said to- 
day. 

This source said Goering’s re- 


port of a split with Hitler would 
make no difference in his treat- 
ment and that his case would fall 
into the category of those against 
whom more than one nation has 
a claim, 

The final decision on the forma- 


tion of a tribunal to try such cases’ 


as Goering’s was laid aside before 
the San Francisco conference con- 
vened until the next meeting of 
the foreign ministers of Britain, 
the United States and Russia. 

Since then, however, Anthony 
Eden, Vyacheslav Molotov and 
Secretary of State Stettinius have 
had an opportunity to discuss the 
issue at San Francico. 

May Publish List, 

Meanwhile, it was learned here 
that the War Crimes Commission 
has been discussing the advisabil- 
ity of making public a list of those 
regarded as war criminals. No de- 
cision has been reached, and so far 
the commission has refused to say 
even how long the list is. 

The status of Rudolf Hess also 
remained uncertain. The War Of- 
fice would say only that he was 
a prisoner of war. 

Representatives of the War 
Crime Commission have refused 
to be quoted on plans and pro- 
cedure. 

The British Press Association 
said that although Adm. Karl 
Doenitz, successor to Hitler, had 
implied that he might have a 
finger in the future government 
of Germany, “he is not likely to 
be recognized by us as anything 
better than one of the war crim- 
inals.” 

German Militarism. 

“There is a conviction that the 
root of German militarism which 
has been responsible for recurring 
wars is the long-established gen- 
eral staff, that through the years 
is has done more damage to 
civilization than the upstart Nazi 
party, and that the general staff 
is to be placed beyond further 
'mischief,” the agency continued. 

While the British Government 
accepts the report that Hitler is 
dead, the whereabouts of Heinrich 
Himmler, notorious Gestapo chief, 
is unknown here. 

The Swedish Foreign Office to- 
day denied rumors that Himmler 
had arrived in Sweden.

JAPAN URGED TO BE 
‘ONE BIG WAR CAMP’ 


LONDON, May 10 (AP).—The 
Tokyo radio said today that Pre- 
mier Baron Kantaro Suzuki “had 
an audience with the Mikado and 
informed him of the decision of 
the Cabinet ,.. to bring the war 
to a victorious conclusion.”

Chennault Interview. 

Gen, Claire 
Chennault, commander of _ the 
United States Fourteenth Air 
Force, declared that aerial war- 
fare coupled with the action of 
a “determined and well-equipped 
Chinese Army” could defeat the 
Japanese forces now in the in- 
terior of China. 

Recalling his prediction last 
year that with sufficient reinforce- 
ments in aircraft and supplies the 
Japanese could be halted at Hen- 
yang, Chennault declared that his 
prediction had miscarried because 
the air force didn’t receive the 
necessary aircraft and tonnage 
allotments. 

“We didn’t receive, in fact, 
enough. tonnage to operate the 
planes we had,” he said. 

Pointing to the success of air 
co-operation in the . battle for 
Chihkiang, as well as the con- 
tainment of the enemy on the 
Honan front after the fall of 
Laohokow, Chennault said the air 
force was in better position now 
to collaborate with the better 
spirited and more adequately sup- 
plied Chinese troops. 

Burma Pipeline. 

Chennault made clear that the 
supply situation is still not ideal, 
but declined to comment on what 
was being contributed by the 
trans-Burma pipeline, 

It has been reported that the 
pipeline, the completion of which 
was announced May 5, has failed 
thus far to carry any considerable 
quantity of fuel into China. The 
pipeline was completed about a 
month ago, 

It was learned independently 
that the new Stilwell road from 
India to China was still falling 
short of most advance tonnage es- 
timates of supplies. 

Supply tonnages delivered over 
the road are negligible in contrast 
with all motor transport entering 
this theater—on'a one-way move- 
ment.

He emphasized that pent-up de- 
mands for such programs as farm 
machinery, transportation and 
utilities would consume “a great 
deal of the material freed by cut- 
backs.” 

He stressed also that revocation 
of particular orders would not 
necessarily mean immediate re- 
sumption of civilian production of 
the affected items.

Press, Needs Doctor’s Pre- 
scription, Elmer Davis Says.

WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP).— 
Director Elmer Davis of the Office 
of War Information said today 
Allied newspapers and magazines 
would be barred from circulating 
in Germany for an indefinite pe- 
riod during military occupation, 
and that a similar bar would be 
placed on all foreign business en- 
terprise. > 

A few German newspapers will 
be published under Allied military 
control, Davis told reporters. 

“The reason is very simple— 
Germany is a sick man,” he said. 
“He now can have only what the 
doctors prescribe, Later on, he 
will have a more ample diet.” 

Davis asserted the policy was 
necessary to insure maintenance 
of order in the potentially chaotic 
conditions attending restoration of 
German life. 

When a reporter asked “Why 
are Allied officials afraid of giving 
entry to American newspapers?” 
Davis replied: “I think the Ger- 
mans would get too much im- 
pression of divided policies. For 
12 years their papers have ex- 
pressed one policy, and they are 
out of the habit of understanding 
what a free press means. 

“Those who adopted this policy 
all believe in a free press and in 
democracy, but the Germans are 
a peculiar case—a type of case 
unknown in world history — and 
they have got to undergo peculiar 
treatment.”

SHAEF said both Tully and 
Miss Irwin were 
partly at their own request since 
neither was willing to await com- 
pletion of the investigation, but 
asked that they be either absolved 
or penalized immediately, 

No A. P. Inquiry Report. 

SHAEF still had not announced

CONGRESSMEN WHO TOURED 


REICH URGE HARSH PEACE 


Some Recommend Death Penalty for All Who 
Were Gestapo Agents or Storm 
‘Troopers. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP). 
—A harsh peace for Germany and 
death to Gestapo agents and 
storm troopers .are recommenda- 
tions of congressmen just re- 
turned from viewing German con- 


centration camps and devastated 
battle areas, 

The 12-man delegation, which 
‘made the tour at the invitation 
of Gen. Eisenhower, told Secre- 
tary of War Stimson and Gen. 
Marshal] yesterday what they had 
seen. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, told reporters the group 
had nothing to say about the hour 
and a half War Department con- 
ference in advance‘of a report to 
Congress, but several made known 
their personal feelings. 

Rep. Izac (Dem.), California, a 
prisoner of Germany and a win- 
ner of the Congressional Medal 
of Honor in World War I, told 
reporters he is convinced that the 
German people must be subjected 
to harsh terms or they may decide 
“war is a good thing after all.” 

He advocated taking away goods 
and properties of the Germans 
and distributing them to the peo- 
ples whose own farms and homes 
were stripped by the Nazi armies. 

“When they conquered, they 
just told these peoples ‘you’ll have 
to get along on what we left you.’ 
That’s what we should tell them 
now.” 

Izac said his own experience 
prepared him for some instances 
of brutality in the prison camps, 
but what the party found defied 
description, 

Americans must look on Ger- 
man prison camps as evidence of 
how ruthless their enemy in the 
next war may be, declared Rep- 
resentative Mott (Rep.), Oregon. 

Extermination Scheme. 

“The prison camp system un- 
'questionably was a carefully or- 
‘ganized scheme to exterminate all 
/enemies of Nazism,” he told a 
ireporter, “If England or Ameri- 
‘ca had been overrun, our fate 
‘also would have been just what 
‘Germany wanted it to be.” 

Mott said the German people 
understand the war is lost but 
show no humiliation, no remorse. 

“Worst of all,” he said, “are the 
youngsters of 10, 12 or 14 years. 
They are arrogant, supercilious. 
They stand alongside the road 
spitting at their conquerors, at 
the cars as they pass. It is this 
generation upon. which Germany 


is a foundation which must, itself, 
be entirely rebuilt, mentally.” 

Allied nations should permit the 
German people to “suffer just a 
little” and the Gestapo and storm 
troopers should be executed for 
indescribale atrocities, said Rep- 
resentative Short (Rep.), Missouri. 

“Germany’s misery has just be- 
gun,” Short told a reporter. “She 
has been living off the loot of 
other nations up to now. Some 
30 million Germans have been 
blasted out of their homes and 
are wandering nomads. 

“But after you see all of the 
suffering and misery you don't 
waste any sympathy on them. I’m 
in favor of letting them suffer 
just a little.” 


He added belief that the Ges- 
tapo, which he estimated at 400,- 
000 men and the storm troopers, 
which had a strength of 4 million 
should be held guilty § auto- 
matically. 

“But we cannot lose our heads,” 
Short cautioned. “‘We must be 
sure we get the guilty ones. And 
it is going to be hard because 
they have new clothes and new 
names.” 

Murder Guilt. 


The very membership of a Ger- 
man in either the Gestapo or 
Storm Trooper organizations, in 
the opinion of Representative 
Thomason (Dem.), Texas, should 
be sufficient gvidence of his guilt 
on charges of murder. 


Thomason said he would urge 
that the joint congressional com- 
mittee recommend death for Storm 
Troopers and Gestapo men. 

“While the German people as 
a whole may not have indulged 
in all of the crimes and brutali- 
ties perpetrated,” said Represen- 
tative Richards (Dem.), South 
Carolina, “they without a doubt 
had knowledge of these things 
and should not escape from their 
guilt of complicity.” 

Senator Wherry, (Neb.), Ne- 
braska, said stories of prison camp 
atrocities “were not exaggerated. 
... We saw the emaciated bodies. 
We saw crematories. We saw the 
hooks on the wall.”

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BARRACKS CENTER | 
READY TO SPEED 
SOLDIERS HOM 


Those Arriving for Fur- 


lough or Release Can 
Pass Through in Less 
Than 48 Hours. 


The personnel center at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, a huge installation 
consisting of nearly 100 buildings, 
is ready to speed soldiers home 
for furlough or discharge. 

As a result of detailed plans 
formulated many months ago, 
men now returning from combat 
areas will be required to spend 
less than 24 hours in the recep- 
tion station here, while most sol- 
diers being demobilized will pass 


through the separation center in 
less than 48 hours. 

As one of 22 Army personnel 
centers through which _ several 
million troops from Europe. will 
pass in the next 12 months, the 
Jefferson Barracks unit will serve 
men returning to Missouri and 
Iowa. It is equipped to care for 
6000 men at a time, and no ma- 
terial expansion will be necessary 
when the peak load comes. Lt. 
Col. Clinton E. John, commanding 
officer, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

The separation center, one of 
four units making up the per- 
sonnel center, was set up last Oc- 
tober to speed more than 400,000 
men from Missouri and Iowa back 
to civilian life. Of this number, 
approximately 125,000 will be St. 
Louisans. 

The separation center is 
equipped to demobilize approxi- 
mately 400 men a day, and many 
a soldier returning to civilian life 
will remember his last hours in 
the Army as the most pleasant of 
his military career. Jefferson 
Barracks has provided comfort 
able quarters, lounging rooms, a 
Red Cross canteen, a post ex- 
change, a motion picture theater 
and other recreation facilities for 
the men undergoing demobiliza- 
tion. 

The first step in the demobiliza- 
tion process is a thorough physical 
examination. Any evidence of ill- 
ness, injury in the Army or ag- 
gravation of a civilian defect is

The standards that will control 
priority of separation from the 
Army will apply equally to soldiers | 
all over the world and they em- 
| body the desires of the soldiers 
themselves, as expressed in polls 
taken by the War Department 
among thousands of enlisted men | 
in this country and overseas. 
More than 90 per cent of the 
men interviewed said they believed 
the men to be released first should 
be those who have been overseas 
and in combat longest and those | 
with children. 

Accordingly, the program to be 
followed provides for the issuance 
to each enlisted man and woman 


of an adjusted service rating card. 
Separate point totals will be en- 
tered on this card covering each 
of the following four factors: 

1. Service Credit — One point 
for each month of Army service 
since Sept. 16, 1940. This is the 
same as 12 points per year. 

2. Overseas Credit--One point 
for each month served overseas 
since Sept. 16, 1940. This, too, is 


the same as 12 points per year. 

3. Combat Credit—Five points 
for the first and each additional 
award of the following for serv- 
ice performed since Sept. 16, 
1940: 

A. Distinguished Service Cross, 
Legion of Merit, Silver Star, Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, Soldiers 
Medal, Bronze Star Meda), Air 
Medal, Purple Heart and bronze 
service stars (battle participa- 
tion stars). 

B. Credit will also be given 


entered in the records. 

A counseling section offers 
advice on personal, legal or em- 
ployment problems, and every man 
is informed of the benefits avail- 
able to him under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights. Counselors include trained 
Army petsonnel and representa- 
tives of the Red Cross, United 
States Employment Service, Vet- 
erans’ Administration and Civil 
Service. 

The departing soldier is given 
his final pay, the first installment 
of his mustering out allowance, a 
discharge certificate and a gold 
veteran's lapel button. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to- 
day instructed Director of Public 
Safety Charles J. Riley to draw 
up plans for official receptions 
for discharged St. Louis men re- 
turning in large contingents. 

Special arrangements for return- 
ing soldiers also are being made 
by the United Service Organiza- 
tions. The program at the center 
in Municipal Auditorium is being 
modified to provide recreation 
which will appeal to the disabled. 
Equipment for weaving, wood- 
work, modeling and shellcraft is 
being installed and instructors are 
being provided, the entire program 
being designed on an individual- 
ized basis. 

War Department plans for re- 
Geployment ,or demobilization of 
men in uniform are explained in 
a motion picture entitled “Two 
Down and One to Go” which was 
placed on the screens of the Am- 
bassador, Loew’s State and Or- 
pheum, Missouri and Shubert 
Theaters today. 

The 32-minute film, produced by 
the Government in technicolor, is 
designed to explain to relatives of 
servicemen why large numbers 
cannot be demobilized immediately.

4. Parenthood Credit—Twelve 
points for each child under 18 
years up to a limit of three 
children. 


How Point Plan Works. 


To illustrate how the point sys- 
tem works, let us suppose that a 
soldier has been in the Army 36 
months, has served overseas for 
18 months, has won the Silver 
Star and Purple Heart and par- 
ticipated in three major cam- 
paigns and is the father of a child 
under 18. He would receive 36 
points in service credit, 18 points 
in overseas credit, 25 points in 
combat credit and 12 points in 
parenthood = credit. His total 
score would be 91 points. 

The men with the highest point 

totals will become eligible for re- 
lease from the Army, except where 
considerations of military neces- 
sity make it impossible to let them 
go until qualified replacements 
can be obtained. This exception 
applies particularly to men pos- 
essing special skills required in 
the war against Japan and to men 
in units that will have to move 
into the Pacific so swiftly that no 
opportunity is provided for replac- 
ing men wprith high scores until 
they reach the new theater, 
The Army wants to be abso- 
lutely certain, however, that any 
such cases which arise represent 
true military necessity and not 
military convenience. Therefore, 
the theaters have been instructed 
to establish a reviewing authority 
at an appropriate level to consist 
of selected mature officers who 
will pass On every case where an 
individual with a score equal to 
or above the critical score is to be 
retained by reason of military 
necessity. 

I know many of you are won- 
dering how we know whether the 
point credits we intend to use will 
actually achieve the desired effect 
of permitting those soldiers who 
have seen the longest and most 
arduous service away from home 
and those with children to leave 
the Army first, 

A preliminary survey made by 


the War Department on the basis 


of a one-sixth demobilization of 
the Army indicates that all but 2 
per cent of the men to be released 
will be men who have served over- 
seas and that these 2 per cent will 
be fathers who have been in the 
Army a long time. 

The significance of this figure 
becomes clear when you consider 
that 68 men out of every 100 now 
serving in the Army have served 
overseas, whereas 98 out of every 
100 to be returned to civilian life 
will be overseas veterans, 

How well will the system suc- 
ceed in providing preferential 
treatment for men with combat 
experience? Men who have been 
in combat constitute 35 per cent 
of the Army, but 73 per cent of 
the men who will get out are men 
from this group. Put another way, 
men with combat experience make 
up a little over one third of the 
Army, but constitute nearly three 
quarters of the number to be re- 
leased. 


1 in 4 Returning a Father. 


Fathers represent 19 per cent of 
the Army and 26 per cent of the 
group returning to civilian life. In 
other words, one soldier out of 
five is a father, but one man in 
every four to be sent home will be 
a father. Since we did not begin. 
drafting fathers until the war was 
well advanced, it is apparent that 
our system is operating heavily 
in their, favor. 

I think these statistics make it 
clear that the point system car- 
ries out the desire expressed by 
our soldiers in the polls and gives 
first consideration to those most 
entitled to receive it. 

After the adjusted service rat- 
ing cards have been filled out, the 
number of soldiers with each 
point total in every theater will 
be reported to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office here in Washington 
and a certain point total will be 
established as the critical score. 
This critical score will represent 
the minimum number of points 
with which an enlisted man or 
woman can be released from the 
Army. There will be one critical 
score for all enlisted men in the 
Army Ground Forces and the 
Army Service Forces and another 
for all men in the Army Ajir 
Forces, A third critical score will 
be calculated for members of the 
Women’s Army Corps. The three 


critical scores are designed to ef- 
fect equality of treatment for en- 
listed personne) in all branches of 
the service, 

It will take about six weeks be- 
fore these critical scores can be 
computed and announced, How- 


ever, the War Department has no 


intention of delaying releases un- 
til this computation is finished. 
An interim score of 85 points. has 
been established for Army Ground, 
Air, and Service Forces enlisted 
personnel. All soldiers who have 
this many points or more will be 
considered as eligible for release‘ 
in accordance with the plan, and 
men will start moving to separa- 
tion centers for discharge early 
next week. For members of the 
WAC, an interim score of 44 
points has been set up. Only 
points scored as of Saturday, May 
12, 1945, will be taken into consid- 
eration in determining eligibility 
for release. The only credits 
which will be given after that date 
will be for decorations and battle 
participation stars earned prior 
thereto. Likewise addition’ cred- 
it will be given for children born 
on or before May 12 but whose 
birth was not known to the father 
at the time the scores were pre- 
pared. 

Enlisted personnel who desire to 
remain in the service and have a 
satisfactory record will be re- 
tained, 

Because of the requirements of 
the war against Japan, the 
strength of the Army Se-vice 
Forces and the Army Air Forces 
will be reduced much less than 
the strength of the Army Ground 
Forces. As a result, the initial 
rate of release will be more rapid 
among ground troops than among 
those assigned to air forces or 
service forces. However, through 
transfers of some low-score men 
from the ground forces and new 
trainees, a proportionate share of 
men will be released from all 
three forces as rapidly as prac- 
ticable. 

Emphasis on Individual. 

In this whole program the Army 
has put the emphasis on the in- 
dividual because we felt that was 
the only fair way in which to 
carry out demobilization. From 
the operating viewpoint, it would 
have been much simpler to bring 
surplus units home for demobiliza- 
tion and release thair personne] in- 
tact without worrying about 
whether all the men in them were 
entitled to priority of separation 
from the Army. 

Such a method, however, would 
operate with great unfairness to 
many individuals who have had 
long and arduous service but are 
not assigned to one of the units 
declared surplus. If only units in 
Europe were considered, this 
method would work unfairly to 
units long in the Pacific or at 
outpost bases in the American 
theater. It would operate unfairly 
to men to who have seen extended 
combat service both in Europe and 
the Pacific and have been re- 
turned to this country for re- 
assignment. ‘It would release men 
only recently assigned as replace- 
ments to units long in combat 
and would discriminate against 
veterans of many campaigns in 
unitg not selected for return. 

Consequently, it was determined 
that the fairest method to effect 
partial demobilization would be 
through the selection of men as 
individuals, rather than by units, 
with the selection governed by 
thoroughly impartial standards. 

The carrying out of this pro- 
gram will not affect the con- 
tinued release of enlisted men 
over 42 years of age, which was 
started recently. Discharge of these 
men, upon application, will con- 
tinue without regard to other 
factors. 

Holders of the Medal of Honor 
will also be eligible for release 
upon their own request. 

In addition, married members 
of the WAC will be released, at 
their own request, if their hus- 
bands have been separated from 
ae Army and returned to civilian 

fe. 

As to Officers’ Release. 

Now I would like to explain the 
method we will use in releasing 
officers. It is tougher than the 
plan for enlisted personnel pri- 
marily because officers have re- 
ceived additional training, have 
heavier responsibilities, -and have 
developed specialized skills and 
leadership capacity. They must be 
handled more on an _ individual

NEW YORK, May 10 (AP).—A 
wounded veteran of Iwo believes 
Japanese atrocities he saw on 
Saipan were “just as bad if not 
worse than the Germans’.” 

The soldier, Marine Pfc. Edward

7 MAJOR HANDBOOKS READY 
TO REOPEN IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Seven major handbooks in East 
St. Louis are ready to reopen when

in the country who returned for 
rest and who have high scores. 
They will be eligible for discharge 
“right away,” he said. 

The Army previously had ex- 
plained that in addition to the 
1,300,000 men expected to be eligi- 
ble for discharge under the de- 
mobilization program the normal 
attrition rate (discharge for phy- 
sical reasons and other factors) 
will bring the total for the next 
12 months up to about two mil- 
lier.

The redeployment job, in Som- 
ervell’s opinion, will be tougher 
than raising a new army in this 
country and sending it around the 
world.

Question of Lives. 
Allen, in his statement, asserted 
that “to save Allied lives on both 


fronts” Gen. Eisenhower had ob- 
tained authority from the Rus- 
fians to negotiate for a German 
capitulation, on the understanding 
that the greatest secrecy would be 
maintained until later, more for- 
mal contact with the German high 
command. 

His statement contended these 
considerations “clearly involved 
security and the saving of Ameri- 
can lives.” He said Kennedy's 
story was “not one obtained by 
press representatives in the ordi- 
mary course of their activities with 
this theater,” but by the courtesy 
of SHAEF and through Allen’s 
promise of secrecy. 

Allen added that as a result of 
the story, Gen. Eisenhower had 
‘feared “the entire chain of nego- 
tiations involving an agreed-upon 
Jater meeting between the Ger- 
man, Russian and Allied high 
commands Might break down and 
therefore prolong the war.” 

Kennedy, commenting upon this 
latter statement, said: 

“The contention that negotia- 
tions might break down is not 
borne out by. the supreme com- 
mand’s actions, in that, hours be- 
fore my story was sent out, Gen. 
Eisenhower officially notified all 
troops that the surrender was 
signed and that the war was over 
at 12:01 a. m. May 9.” 


Kennedy’s Statement. 


The text of Kennedy’s 
ment: — 

“Gen. Allen and other respon- 
sible officers of SHAEF public re- 
lations made it clear to me at 
Reims that no question of mili- 
tary security was involved in the 
release of this news. Gen. Allen 
told me, in fact, that Gen. Eisen- 
hower was desirous of having the 
news published as soon as possible 
so that fighting might halt and 
lives possibly be saved. Gen. Al- 
len told me that Gen. Eisenhower's 
hands were tied by a decision com- 
ing from ‘high political levels.’ 

“Gen. Allen's statement now that 
it was necessary to hold up news 
until Russia was satisfied that the 
surrender was genuine is astonish- 
ing to me, as the Soviet Union was 
signatory to the Reims agreement 
and I assume the general repre- 
senting the Soviet Union accepted 
it as a surrender or else he would 
not have signed Ruassia’s accept- 
ance of it. 

“As regard: Gen. Allen’s state- 
ment that the surrender story was 
not obtained by the press in the 
‘ordinary course’ of their activities, 
certainly Gen. Allen must know 
that the purpose of correspondents 
in this theater is to report news 
and certainly as head of public 
relations he should realize that the 
Signing of the end of the war was 
mews and, since he himself con- 
ceded there was no question of 
military security involved, was le- 
gitimate news.

Let the People Sie 


It’s clear by now to all beholders, no matter 
on which side of the various controversies they 
may stand, that there was the grossest bungling 
in handling the German surrender news. More 
facts about that bungling appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday in an indignant dispatch by 
Raymond Daniell of the New York Times, him- 
self a victim of the official brainstorms. 

Daniell sums up the doings of the Public Re- 
lations Division at Supreme Headquarters as 
“one of the greatest fiascos in a long history 
of blundering bureaucracy.” His account of what 
he experienced and saw justifies the verdict. 
Certainly the correspondents have a grievance 
for the way they were pushed around, shut out, 
restricted, subjected to silly orders and disac- 
credited or restored to good standing while con- 
fused officers were trying to bottle up the big- 
gest news of the European war—its finish by 
unconditional surrender. 

A greater grievance, however, is that of the 
public. The offense against the people in try- 
ing vainly to suppress this epochal news is a 
much greater issue than the conduct of one 
correspondent or even the fantastic stupidities 
at SHAEF’s press headquarters. The great fun- 
damental of news freedom is at stake here, not 
primarily because it is important to the press 
associations and newspapers, but because it is 
important to the citizens at large. 

Were not the people of America and other 
Allied countries entitled to know the news of 
surrender as speedily as radio and cable could 
transmit it? Should it not have been consid- 
ered of utmost importance to relieve the anxiety 
of mothers for their sons in the fighting areas 

at the earliest possible moment? The mistake 
was in forgetting about the people’s right to 
know, and giving preference to a plan for cere- 
monial and simultaneous announcement from 
the Big Three capitals. 

Under the plan originally announced last Sep- 
tember, for the word of surrender to come from 
Gen. Eisenhower, no delay Would have been 
necessary. When the procedure. was changed to 
a matter of official victory proclamation, it be- 
came involved in protocol and: in Russian re- 
quests for delay. The news could not be with- 
held. It had been announced by the German 
radio and leaked by Paris sources before the 
disputed Kennedy flash came, 

This sorry muddle should bring about a com- 
plete change in censorship for the remainder 
of the war. Censorship for genuine reasons of 
military security cannot be criticised. Censor- 
ship for purely political reasons is dangerous 
and indefensible; it had proved so on many oc- 
casions before the surrender news fiasco. There 
is also the fact that public confidence in the 
Army’s good faith may be impaired by attempted 
suppression of legitimate information. 

Is this not the time for Army authorities—or 
for the President and Congress—to change the 
censorship regulations which have caused s0 
much trouble, and now have brought the grand 
anticlimax of the surrender news fiasco? 

The principle is clear and simple: The public 
is entitled to receive immediately all news that 
does not aid the enemy. If that rule becomes 
the guide for censorship, we will be a better- 
informed people, and there will be no more 
colossal blunders of the V-E day variety.

President Truman could make no better start 
on strengthening his Cabinet than by appoint- 
ing a strong Secretary of Labor, and the news 
that Judge Lewis Baxter Schwellenbach is to 
succeed Miss Frances Perkins is welcome. The 
President has said that he intends to make it a 
strong department, to be of real service in the 
labor aspects of reconversion, and the place to 
begin the strengthening is in its No. 1 post. 

While “Madam” Perkins did well as New 
York State’s Commissioner of Labor, she proved 
pitifully ill-equipped to fill her Federal post 
with the influence it should command. She had 
the misfortune to inherit the department at a 
time when strong forces were contending for 
power and status in the recovery program. While 
she showed due diligence in office routine, Miss 
Perkins never won the confidence of the people 
she had to deal with—employers and labor lead- 
ers. In November, 1940, this newspaper hailed 
a report of her resignation as an opportunity for 
President Roosevelt to. name a successor both 
labor and business would respect, a man who 
would be “a key official in the defense program 
and national unity.” 

Mr. Roosevelt did not find such a key figure, 
and the gap was filled by the National Labor 
Relations Board, the War Labor Board, the War 
Manpower Commission and the Office of War 
Mobilization, while Miss Perkins became little 
more than a statistics collector. 

A man like Judge Schwellenbach, formerly a 
Senator, should invigorate the Department of 
Labor. He ought to go far in rehabilitating’ an 
agency of government that badly needs to as- 
sume its proper proportions. 
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Right Decision on Cote Brilliante 

Faced with a question that involved racial 
feelings and property rights, real or fancied, the 
Board of Education had to use more than com- 
mon coolness and judgment to reach the right 
decision. It is greatly to the board’s credit that 
it has voted, 8 to 4. for what on all grounds of 
fair play is the right decision: the use of Cote 
Brilliante School by Negroes. 

It was an issue attended by much controversy. 
The board®went about its adjustment in a sen- 
sible way: by adopting Superintendent Hickey’s 
recommendation for a survey, by holding hear- 
ings and discussing the matter at length. The 
survey showed that the Negro population of the 
neighborhood had increased considerably, and 
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that Negro schools thereabouts had become so 
crowded that classes were being held in base- 
ment playrooms, offices, hallways, a restroom, 
a lunchroom and in converted shower rooms, 
It was shown that Negro children needed Cote 
Brilliante, and that was the board’s decision. 

Now that the question has been settled in the 
democratic way, the feelings stirred in the 
debate should be speedily forgotten. 
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A Word for Stettinius 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 10. 

Secretary of State Stettinius is taking a drub- 
bing from a few elements of the American press. 
This began just recently, since the conference 
started. Point by point, it doesn’t make sense. 

First, there is not the remotest possibility 
that he will be replaced by Byrnes or anyone 
else while the United Nations Conference is in 
progress. Whether or not that should be done is 
an issue on which the press, like the President, 
should suspend judgment until the work here is 
finished, unless Mr. Stettinius makes some 
sweeping international error. 

Second, the Secretary has done a competent 
job thus far. He’s getting along all right with 
his own delegation and with other delegations. 
The one weakness is in press relations. Yet, far 
from being a glaring weakness, there is actually 
a considerable improvement over the traditional 
State Department inefficiency in that field. 

Third, sniping at the Secretary at this precari- 
ous time not only threatens to lower his stature 
in the fast diplomatic company with which he 
must travel, but undoubtedly. distracts him at a 
time when the task at hand demands his undi- 
vided concentration. 

Fourth, the Secretary is, by the very nature 
of his position and the hour in which he holds it, 
a man of‘vast importance to the country and 
to the world. Until this conference is over, he 
holds the proxy of all American citizens and all 
American service men and women who hope 
that something can be done in San Francisco to 
control the outlaw, war. That proxy is so sacred 
that it should carry with it immunity to any 
but the most just and considered criticism. 

Finally, Mr. Stettinius has traveled the home 
stretch of that long road leading to San Fran- 
cisco—the part of it running through Dumbar- 
ton Oaks, Yalta, Chapultepec and Washington. 
He has arrived here as well equipped as these 
experiences could make him for the final draft- 
ing of a United Nations charter. Whether he 
is indispensable or not, he is at least briefed 
for the job. 

You can look out of the window that is San 
Francisco upon the work being done and upon 
the rest of the nation and upon the world, and 
you can see nothing but reasons why Mr. Stet- 
tinius should be given all possible support. 

This is not the time to decide whether or not 
he is the ideal Secretary of State. Maybe he 
isn’t. But until a charter is written here, he 
ought to be backed up by a press and public 
that is loyal to the goal that has been set for 
San Francisco.

Packing the Highway Commission might backfire on rural sections, 
Cape Girardeau paper says; big cities aren't likely to hog building 
of funds, because a good integrated system helps them more than 
does State road money spent within their limits, editorial declares. 


From the Southeast Missourian, Cape Girardeau 


It’s hard for us to believe that the bill 
now before the Legislature to enlarge the 
State Highway Commission from four to 
10 members was presented with any idea 
of having it adopted. (It was favorably 
reported this week by the Senate Highway 
Committee.—Editor’s note.) 


We have heard that the real purpose is 
to warn the commission against spending 
much money in the large cities. If this is 
the case, it igs likely that if the scheme 
were put into effect it would backfire with 
more damage to the rural districts than 
the cities. 

This would plunge the Highway Depart- 
ment into a political mess with one con- 
tinuous dogfight for money. 


The bill would provide for each of the 
10 highway divisions of the State a member 
of the State Commission, so each division 
would get its full share of road money, the 
inference being that some divisions have 
been neglected. But we have yet to find a 
Missourian who believes this plan would be 
as good as the present one. 


Proud of Present System 


The present plan, which has brought to 
Missouri a State highway system second to 
none in the United States, and in many re- 
spects the best one, without ever a word of 
political scandal, without ever a charge 
that any money was used improperly, un- 
questionably meets the hearty approval of 
the citizens of Missouri. 


The State has no asset that is pointed out 
with more pride by the citizens than our 
State highway system, and throughout the 
nation it is recognized as a model to follow. 


Word comes from Jefferson City that so 
far no citizen of consequence or no organ- 
ization of standing has appeared to support 
the proposed bill. On the other hand, civic 
leaders and organizations from all sections 
have appeared to stress their disapproval, 
not that they want something for their re- 
apective districts, but that they want the 
State Highway Commission retained as it is. 


Our pride in the highways is that we 
have a Statewide system. It has been con- 
structed and is maintained to serve the en- 
tire State. No one has ever openly charged 
that one district has been favored over an- 
other. So Missouri's highway system is in- 


deed a State system intended for the use 
and enjoyment of all citizens. 


In the recent election for a new Consti- 
tution, the sinister opponents tried to make 
the people believe that the big cities want 
to hog highway funds, It wag charged 
by unknown opponents that the plan was 
to take the money out of the farm-to-mar- 
ket fund and spend it on peacock lanes 
in St. Louis and Kansas City. As this de- 
ception was repudiated by the voters, it 
now seems that other attempts are being 
made to interfere with Missouri's. highway 
program, which promises to be more ex- 
tensive in the next few years than ever. 


There ig little danger of the big cities 
hogging any highway funds. From the time 
Gov. Hyde named the first commission 
to establish a permanent highway depart- 
ment, at least two of the four members 
have been from the rural districts, and 
sometimes three, although since then St. 
Louls has furnished two Governors and 
Kansas City one. 

It is much more important to the large 
cities to have a magnificent system of State 
highways than to have some of the money 
spent inside their city limits, a fact that 
has often been attested by the cities. 


Don’t Change the Commission 


The new Constitution gives the Highway 
Commission authority to spend some of the 
funds inside all cities having 2500 popula- 
tion or more for the specific purpose of 
having the State highways developed 
through the cities or into the larger cities. 
In no case can highway money be spent on 
city streets, and with from two to three 
rural members on the commission, there is 
no danger of much money needed for rural 
roads going to the cities. 


To collect at least half of the highway 
revenue from two cities and one county 
and then to ban legally any such money 
from being spent on the State highways 
inside their limits is not fair and should 
not be tolerated by the Legislature. The 
large cities are a most important part of 
the State and should be treated fairly, 

We cannot believe the Legislature will 
be impressed much by the effort to pack 
the Highway Commission. Our impression 
is that it will continue to support the great 
work without political bias, 


Missouri River Floods Don’t By-pass Louisiana

How Senator Overton of Louisiana thinks 
a Missouri Valley Authority might “by-pass 
Congress” or “disregard” the author of its 
being, he is not reported as explaining to a 
Commerce subcommittee. 

If he means going ahead with the job 
Congress assigns it’ without consulting 
members of Congress about employes and 
the order of preference among particular 
projects, his apprehensions, we hope, would 
be confirmed, 

But there is one thing in connection with 
the subject concerning which the Senator 
can have no doubt: No flood in the Mis- 
souri Valley ever by-passed Louisiana or 
ever will. Right now, a large number of his 
constituents are marooned or scraping the 
mud out of their homes left by water, fully 
a fifth of which came out of the Missouri. 


This is not to belittle the heavy rainfall 
in the Yazoo, St. Francis, Red and Arkan- 
sas basins or to intimate that the flow from 
a great river can be completely cut off. 
But a flood in the Mississippi from Cairo 
down consists principally of the normal vol- 
ume of water, and to that the Missouri con- 
tributes more than the upper Mississippi 
itself does. 

Had this deluge from the lower tributa- 
ries coincided with such tides as inundated 
a million and a quarter acres of prairie 
land last spring and the spring before, Sen- 
ator Overton would have recognized the 
community of interest throughout the Mis- 
sissippi Valley as we did six years ago when 
the Ohio’s final crest reversed the current 
and flowed upstream from a gorged Mis- 
sissippi at Cairo to engulf the entire basin. 


Good Picture of the Nazi Mind 


In Novel on a Prisoner of War 


by Ernst Lothar; Transiated by 
(Doubleday, Doran & (6. 


‘The Prisoner,’’ 
dames A. Galeton. 
Garden City, N. Y.) 
It was inevitable that with the recent 

interest in German prisoners of war in this 
country—their Nazi cells, kangaroo courts 
and celebrations of Hitler's birthday— 
someone should try writing a navel about 
them. This story, with a P. O. W. camp as 
background, is of better than average 
quality. 

The hero is 15-year-old Toni Fritsch, a 
former student in Vienna. He encounters 
the corrupt Nazi bureaucracy, becor4es dis- 
illusioned with the once glamorous party 
machine, is sent to war and captured in 
Normandy on D-day. 

In the American prison camp, Toni is 
warned by a Nazi Major General that un- 
less he conforms to party thought and 
policy, he will be punished by death. Fur- 
ther developments attain a driving climax. 

Dr, Lothar is a Viennese; he has been a 
refugee in America since 1939. This ts his 
seventh book to be published in the States. 
Lothar brings to his task the necessary 
knowledge of Austria and the necessary 
writing skill. The manuscript was written 
in German and then translated into Eng- 
lish. 


“The Prisoner” is good for several rea- 
sons. The story is well handled, the writer 
is acquainted with prison camps, the dra- 
matic scenes are not over-developed. Only 
the apparent ease with which a visitor 
moves in and out of the camp and the way 
in which Toni’s wife, an enemy national, 
moves from Vienna to Colorado in less 
than a month, are unrealistic. 

Though the novelist makes no effort to 
be didactic, he conveys some serious ideas. 
The essential brutality of the Nazi mind, 
the pride in authority and the cheapness 
of life in Central Europe, the terror by 
which the party controlled its members— 
these are repeatedly brought home to the 
American reader. In a sense, the author 
pleads for moderation in handling P. O. W.s, 
but he offers no method for re-educating 
them to democratic ways of thinking. 

This is not a great novel. It does tell a 
good story, however, and has the unim- 
peachable merit of timeliness.

Maurice Gamelin in 1940 after the 
German break-through and was 
French commander at the time 
of surrender, Previously and aft- 
erward he commanded the French 
army in North Africa, 

Borotra, who campaigned suc- 
cessfully on American and other 
tennis courts, was head of the De- 
partment of Sports under the 
Vichy government, 

Borotra was one of the world’s 
10 top ranking tennis players 15 
years ago. Teamed with Rene 
Lacoste, Jacques Brugnon and 
Henri Cochet, he appeared? in 
many American, English and 
French tournaments and Davis 
Cup matches. 

Weygand and Borotra were both 
arrested on warrants issued by the 
High Court of Justice, which has 
jurisdiction over the most im- 
portant cases of collaboration and 
will soon bring Marshal Petain to 
trial on a charge of treason. 

Weygand, in poor health, is 
being held in a military hospital. 
Borotra is under house arrest.

The 
Russian command has already 
erected at all main squares and 
crossings Muge sketch maps, with- 
out which it would be impossible 
to find one’s way about. 

Freed Slaves on March. 

Except for an occasional Red 
Army car or horse drawing Rus- 
Sian carts, there is a complete 
spience over the city, and the air 
is filled with rubble dust. 

One sign of life, however, are 
the interminable columns of dis- 
placed persons of all European 
nationalities who seem to b 
marching through Berlin in vari- 
ous directions, carried forward by 
a homing instinct more than by 
any clear idea of where they are 
going. These columns of freed 
slaves are sometimes a mile long. 

They trudge along slowly, one 
or two abreast, drawing tiny carts, 
or six or eight of them at a time 
dragging with ropes wagons which 
feed a strong horse. In these col- 
umns there are many little groups, 
carrying the flag of their nation- 
ality —Italians, French, Belgians 
mostly. Many are in soldier’s uni- 
form and appear to be escaped or 
freed prisoners of war. 

The Russian military command 
of this modern Carthage is already 
feeding hundreds of thousands of 
Berliners. The Red Army has 
seized what food stocks the town 
had, and has added from its own 
supplies, 3 

Berliners get 500 grams of bread 
a day (more than many got in 
Moscow in the winter of 1942), a 
little meat, sugar, coffee, potatoes. 
Attempts are being made to get 
the water supply working. The 
Russians are obviously not wreak- 
ing any vengeance on the popula- 
tion. 

I asked one well-known Soviet 
writer, who was attending the sur- 
render ceremonial, why the Rus- 
sians bothered about the popula- 
tion. 

“We must look after the people,” 
he said with a note of surprise at 
the question. “We cannot let two 
million people die.” 

Many wounded German soldiers 
lIving in underground hospitals 
have been sent to Russian-organ- 
ized hospitals, and are looked 
after by German doctors and Ger- 
man nurses.

“7, In proceeding against viola- 
tions of this kind the regulations 
and arrangements by which rep- 
resentatives of the press are ad- 
mitted into a theater of war limit 
the authority of the theater com- 
mander to appropriate action 
against guilty individuals within 
his own theater.

Major Issue Raised. 


“8. However, there is raised by 
this incident a question of the 
most serious import to all repre- 
sentatives of the press in this 
theater. This question is the ex- 
tent to which the Allied command 
can in any future case permit 
pressmen advance access to news 
of the most secret character on 
the same basis that has always 
applied in the past. To my knowl- 
edge this is the first time that any 
representative of the press, either 
here or in Gen. Eisenhower's 
former theater, has been guilty of 
such an offense, and I have rec- 
ommended to him that he continue 
to pursue his former practice in 
spite of this deliberate violation 
against good faith, against the 
reputation of the press for relia- 
bility, in spite of a solemn promise, 
and against security definitely in- 
volving possible loss of American 
and Allied lives. In making this 
recommendation, which has been 
approved, I have engaged to be 
personally responsible for the good 
faith of each press representative 
who is permitted future access to 
isuch stories. 

“The supreme commander has 
asked me to‘express to all the 
other newsmen in the theater his 
great gratification that, with this 
single exception, his confidence in 
the press has never once been vio- 
lated in his experience of almost 
three years as a theater com- 
mander. He regrets that because 
of their observance of his confi- 
dence in this instance they and 
their organizations have suffered 
professionally.”

SIZZLING hot, golden

arranged alongside a pool of 
well made cucumber sauce consti- 
tutes a picture that will make 
most anyone forget for the time 
the meat shortage. To bring this 
dish to the table in its most delec- 
table form one must work out the 
proper sequence in the prepara- 
tion. The first thing to do is to 
start the fish to broiling and in 
the meantime alice and slightly 
saute the cucumbers. Saute for 
not more than one minute, because 
the cucumber to be at its best 
must retain a bit of its crispness. 
Then promptly make the sauce 
right in the same skillet. By the 
time the fish is done the sauce 
will be finished. It is also im- 
portant that a platter be heated 
for the fish and the sauce. A 
garnish of parsley, cress, or just 
a delicate peppering of paprika 
will lend charm to this good food. 


Broiled Salmon With Creamed 
Cucumber. 


One small cucumber; three ta- 
blespoons margarine or butter; 
one-half cup flour; one and one- 
half cups milk; one teaspoon salt; 
one teaspoon tarragon vinegar; 
hot broiled and seasoned salmon 
(about one pound). Peel and slice 
cucumber (about one cup) and 
saute in hot fat for one minute. 
Push cucumber slices to one side 
of skillet and stir flour into fat. 
Blend thoroughly and add milk 
gradually and cook until sauce is 
smooth and thickened, Stir con- 
stantly. Add seasonings and heat 
altogether for a minute or two. 
Serve immediately with fish. 
Serves four.

She has 
done valiant work in Great Brit- 
ain .for Russian relief, and de- 
serves the decoration which I see 
was conferred on her at the 
Kremlin the other day. She must 
have witnessed a great deal dur- 
ing this rather long visit, and 
what she takes back to the British 
people will be of great interest 
and value to them,

Army Sergeant, a Former Assistant 
Bird Curator at St. Louis Zoo and 


Painter of Merit, 


Used Spare Time 


To Add to Professional Knowledge.

OR a former zoological gar- 
F dens curator to serve his over- 
seas Army years in surround- 
ings where his most priceless 
caged specimens could be seen in 
their natural habitat, where rare 
birds and mammals invaded of- 
fice, tents, and barracks boudoirs, 
was an experience that made T-3 
Richard P. Grossenheider enjoy 
his “all-expenses-paid tour” of the 
South Pacific considerably more 
than the average G. I. 

Now home on furlough after 
two years in Australia, New 
» Guinea, and the Philippines, Gros- 
senheider, former assistant bird 
curator of the St. Louis Zoo, found 
that going overseas gave him un- 
usual opportunities to increase his 
professional knowledge of wild- 
life. 

“It was a queer feeling to see 
those birds flying around free,” 
he says. “Every time I'd see one 
I'd mentally put a price on it. I 
caught a lot of birds just to do 
paintings of them and then re- 
leased them.” 

A widely known wildlife painter 
as well as curator, Grossenheider 
brought back the beginnings of a 
series of paintings to which he 
hopes to add from notes that he 
made. Although his Army job, 
building plastic terrain models of 
islands, did not tie in completely 
with his civilian vocation, he was 
able to do some spare-time re- 


search.

“We didn’t have to go far out 
of our way to see wildlife,” he 
said. Birds would fly into build- 
ings and animals forced their way 
into tents and bunks with the 
men. I remember one night in 
New Guinea one of the men let 
out a bloodcurdling scream when 
he woke up in his tent and found 
what he thought was a python on 
his chest. He struggled with the 
creature a few minutes until some 
of the other boys came to the 
rescue and discovered it was a 
cuscus. All he had felt was the 
bare tail, which felt like a 
python’s skin. He didn’t sleep in 
a tent after that!” 

War has disturbed island ani- 
mal life to some extent, Grossen- 
heider found, but in most cases 
the American Army was respon- 
sible. ,. 

“In the majority of the islands 
the Japs were located in isolated 
pockets along the coast and didn’t 
disturb the wildlife,” he said, “but 
on some of the smaller islands 
where Americans used bulldozers 
to clear the island of vegetation 
the effect was severe, The New 
Guinea natives have a saying, 
‘Jap, he good jungle fighter, Aus- 
sie, he good jungle fighter, too. 
American come, jungle go. I don’t 
think any species have been ex- 
terminated, except perhaps the 
megapodes (mound building birds) 
on some smal] islands, but many 
animals moved back into the 
jungle because of the noise.” 


Several of Grossenheider’s jungle | 


trips were memorable, among 
them a trip into the Murry River 
swamps. 

“The swamps are teeming with 
wildlife, waterfowl in particular,” 
he said, “and we came across hun- 
dreds of black swans nesting on 
their floating nests. We also saw 
giant red eucalyptus trees, 15. feet 
in diameter, which still bore scars 
in the bark where canoes and war 
sheilds had been cut out many 
years ago. 

“T had hunted a long time for 
a tiger snake, perhaps the most 
poisonous of all snakes, and 
finally came across one sunning 
itself. 
wheeled around and came directly 
toward me, the anterior third of 
its body spread cobra-wise and 
raised off the ground at a 25- 
degree angle, its mouth partly 
open and tongue waving slowly 
and menacingly, all the while hiss- 
ing. There was no retreating; I 
stamped my feet but it kept com- 
ing toward me. After photograph- 
ing it in action I held its head 
down lightly with a stick and 
maneuvered it into a bag and 
eventually presented it to the 
Healesville Sanctuary near Mel- 
bourne.

carried my own things. They kept 
up a steady, swift, silent pace 
through rivers and up mountains. 
I could keep up with them but 
not as silently and since they 
spoke no pidgin English I couldn't 
explain that I wanted to slow 
down, with the result that we 
didn’t see as much as we might 
have.

boys set up a lean-to and before 
turning in I set three rat traps 
baited with cheese and peanut but- 
ter. The boys looked at me as if 
I were a half-cracked white man, 
but the next morning I found I'd 
caught three giant jungle rats 
two-and-a-half feet long. The 
boys’ eyes popped out and they 
practically begged me for one of 
those wonderful inventions. 

“That morning we went up in 
the mountains to look for birds 
of paradise.

West opened the spade queen, 
and the moment the dummy went 
down it was apparent to South 
that something would have to be 
done about the club suit, The fact 
that North and South had pre 
cisely the same lengths in all suits 
precluded ruffing possibilities. 

Rather aimlessly, and certainly 
without much enthusiasm, declar- 
er drew the trumps and then 
cashed the club ace, perhaps hop- 
ing to fine one defender with the 
blank king-queen. This extremely 
remote possibility did not materi- 
alize, and South then led another 
club, “giving up.” 

There was only one reasonably 
good chance to make this con- 
tract, and that was to find a posi- 
tion of clubs exactly like the one 
that existed. South was correct 
in laying down the club ace, but 
after that he should have stripped 
hearts and spades from the North- 
South hands (and of course 
trumps from the defender’s hands) 
before leading the second club. 


West would have been thrown 
in with the club king, and on his 
forced return of a spade or a 
heart, declarer could have dis- 
carded a club from one hand while 
ruffing in the other.
